This concerns Russia's demand for 
an allied control council for Ja- 
pan. 
The issue may be compro- 


mised In the near future. 


The brightest spot diplomatic au- 


thorities see in the international sit- 
uation is .evidence of improving 
Russian-American relations. The 
optimism stems from the friendly 
reception accorded U. S. Ambassa- 
dor Harrlman when ha delivered 
a personal message from Mr. Tru- 
man to Generalissimo Stalin last 
week. 


The nature of the message and of 


Stalin's reply have not been dis- 
closed. There was some belief in 
Washington that negotiations over 
policy details, particularly respect- 
ing European peace treaties and 
the Japanese control council, are 
still In progress. 


Trying for World Peace. 


However, the main purpose of the 


interchange was clearly to try to 
strengthen 
the basis for present 
and future cooperation among the 
great powers In trying to organize 
a secure world peace.

CHUNGKING, Oct. 29.—(XP)—Re- 


ports of heavy fighting between 
Chinese communists and 
central 


government troops In North China 
pictured today a nation locked In 
civil war, real though not officially 
declared. 


Warfare is growing in intensity 


in Shantung, Shansi and Sulyiian 
provinces, said dispatches received 
In Chungking. 
Tho Chinese press attributed to 


Gen. 
Yen Hsl-Shan, governor of 


Shansi, now visiting Chungking, a 
statement that government forces 
suffered 15,000 casualties and com- 
munist losses "also were heavy" in 
fighting centering around Chang- 
chlh, strategic town In Southeast- 
ern Shansi which Yen conceded 
the reds captured. 


Independent reports 
said that 


wherever the communists were re- 
,reating along railways they were 
destroying tracks and blowing up 
bridges. 


Slow Movement.

The size of the tax-reduction—al-1 HSH 
most $1,000,000,000 above the limit 
set by the administration—caused 
some members of the house budget 
balancing b'oc to balk, but they 
acknowledged the bill will pass de- 
spite their opposition. 


Chairman Cannon (D-Mo) of the 


appropriations committee led the 
opposition, urging that tax paring 
now would contribute to inflation 
and deficit government spending. 
He told reporters It Is "absurd" 
to cut taxes while asking the na- 
tion to subscribe to $11,000,000,000 
In Victory bonds. He called 
economy in federal expenditures, 
to bring them In line with revenues 
—and a balanced budget.

Peacetime production 3,000 mili- 
tary aJrplanod yearly wa* recom- 
mended today to a senate commit- 
tee by a War Department consult- 
ant. 


Dr. George P. Baker, special con- 


sultant, proposed in a report to a 
senate military affairs subcommit- 
tee an eight-point program to keep 
the aircraft Industry ready to meet 
any war emergency. 


Ita main points were: 
1. Thorough testing of the devel- 


oping: weapon* of airpower «o they 
will be ready for large scale pro- 
duction If needed. 


2. Production of 3,000 military 


planes, with alrframe weight of 30,- 
000,000 pounds, yearly to maintain 
a reservoir of engineering, tooling 
and production skUls. 
3. Making 
surplus 
government 


aircraft plants available to private 
Industry on "favorable terms." 


4. Dispersion of the aircraft In- 


dustry, at a cost of from $13,000,000 
to $20,000,000. 


5. Expenditure of $5,000,000 year- 


ly by the army and navy to plan 
and organize an expansion program 
for use in cooe of war. 


6. Government ownership of air- 


craft, alrfrnme and engine plants 
with a floor apace of 
26,000,000 
square feet. 


7. Maintenance of a reserve of 
66,000 general 
purpose machine 
tools, 


S, Assurance that an Intelligence 


service will warn of attack. Prep- 
aration In advance of Industrial 
mobilization plans to meet the at- 
tack and preparation of an over-all 
program for raw materials and 
fabricating capacity. 


Baker recommended that this 
program be undertaken immediate- 
ly. He said It would not wait un- 
til the status of new weapons is 
clarified. 


"If we are perpetually waiting for 


new developments to mature." he 
said, "we shall end up by being 
unprepared to produce anything." 


Robert A. Lovett, assistant secre- 
tary of war for air, \\-BA called be- 
fore a senate military subcommit- 
tee to present the results of a two- 
year study on the necessary vol- 
ume of army and navy aircraft in 
peacetime and the disposal of gov- 
ernment-owned aircraft plants. 


The study was made jointly by 


the army, navy, and commerce de- 
partments. 


Chairman O'Mahoney (D-Wyo) of 
the Surplus Property subcommittee 
told a reporter it stressed "The im- 
portance

This Is the time of year to treat 


peach nnd plum trees for control 
of borers, says Vera Sneed, Coun- 
ty Home Demonstration 
Agent. 


If gum with frass or sawdust 
IP 


noticed coming from a tree 
just 


below or above the ground line the 
borer Is at work. 


The true borer, or base borer, If 


the one to watch for, MJss Sneed 
aays. It works underneath 
the 


bark of the tree just above or below 
the ground line. If It is not con- 
trolled it will weaken a tree and 
prepare it for attacks by other de- 
structive parasites. 


Control may be obtained by ap- 


plying PDB crystals around a free 
after removing weeds and 
grass 


for a distance of 18 inches 
from 


the trunk. 
Dosages' are one halt 


ounce of crystals for a tree undei 
three years of age; three-quarters 
ounce for a. tree just coming intc 
bearing; one ounce for a bearing 
or mature tree, and one and 
one 


half ounce for an old tree or large 
tree. 
Treat only those showing 


signs of borer damage. 


The crystals are applied in a cir- 


cle one inch wide and one and one 
half or two inches from the 
tree 


trunk. If the borer's entrance hole 
is above the ground, build a dirt 
mound around the three so that the 
crystals 
will be placed above It. 


After the crystals are applied tc 
the soil cover them with a 
few 


shovelfuls of dirt and pack it down 
After about 30 days, remove 
the 


mound with the crystals to prevent 
damage to the tree. 


Miss Sneed says 
that 
borers 


working in the branches of peach 
or plum trees can be controlled by 
painting their entrance holes light- 
ly with a solution of one pound of 
PDB crystals dissolved in one hall 
gallon of raw cottonseed, or 
raw 


linseed oil. Remove the gum from 
the bark before painting and dc 
not paint all the way around the 
limb or branch because the solu- 
tion will injure it. The DPB cry- 
stals generally can be bought 
at 
most drug or feed stores.
